This office action is in response to an amendment after final filed on 8/25/2010. 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of 
claims 1-3 directed to a stripping composition for removing a photo-resist, non- 
elected without traverse filed on 9/20/2007. Accordingly, claims 1-3 been 
cancelled. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT
